T he sweet corn canning season 1 
was running at its peak this week, 
w ith almost 350 w orkers handling 
a crop said to be better than that 
of last year. 
A t both 
the Fayette Canning 
Com pany on West East Street and 
the Ladoga Canning Com pany on 
South Sycamore, long lines 
of 
trucks w aited to discharge corn 
fresh from fields in the county. 
Long yellow' ears passed through 
lines of mer. and wom en w orking 
at sorting tables and eventually 
found their w ay into tin cans. 
From the plants came the smell 
of sw'eet corn being handled in 
the cook room, in the cutters and 
in the blenders. Its arom a em itted ; 
from the huskers and some of its 
juicer 
splattered 
on 
dow ntow n : 
streets from trucks which hauled 
aw ay husks and other left overs. 
T he Ladoga Co. reported there 
w ere approxim ately 190 w orkers 
engaged in the canning operation 
while the Fayette Canning Com ­ 
pany reported it had about 160 on 
its payroll. 
H arry 
Hyer, 
m anager of the 
Ladoga Co. said production at the 
South Sycam ore plant was ru n ­ 
ning about a carload and a half 
a day. 
He said the production on a typ- | 
ical day totaled 82,017 small cans 
and 95, 531 larger cans. 
A pproxim ately 221 tons of raw 
corn was used in the production 
process W ednesday, he estimated. 
Both plants will have at least 
another big w eek then plant m an ­ 
agers expect the volume to grad­ 
ually taper off.

American, Peruvian 
and U.N. 
authorities joined in a tw o -y ear 
drive to smash the ring. said to 
have used narcotics

arm insurgents in Peru in an a t­ 
tem pt to seize 
control 
of 
the 
country. 
The story of political intrigue 
and plotting, tied rn with large- 
scale drug traffic, was unfolded 
with the seizure yesterday of the 
alleged ringleader, Eduardo Bal- 
arezo, 48, of G reat North River, 
Long Island. 
He is a naturalized U.S. citizen 
of Peruvian descent. 
More than 80 persons, some of 
them prom inent 
business 
men, 
have been arrested in Peru, au­ 
thorities said, and 50 or 60 oper­ 
atives in this country are believed 
j connected with the ring 
Assistant U S Attorne.v Joseph 
P. Martin said the 
syndicate ap­ 
parently tried recently to expand 
j operations to Italy through efforts 
to contact Charles (Lucky) Lucia­ 
no, exiled one-tim e vice king. 
Balarezo was arrested 
aboard

ports. He was held in $100,000 bail
